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COVER  STORY 


The  coin  shown  on  our  front  and  back  cover  this  month  (EG3)  is  a  rather  nice 
sovereign  of  Edward  VE  Edward  was  the  much  desired  male  heir  to  Henry  VIII  and 
his  third  wife  Jane  Seymour.  He  was  only  nine  years  old  when  Henry  died  and  a 
council  of  Regency  was  formed  to  govern.  This  was  led  by  the  Duke  of  Somerset  and 
later  by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

Edward  eagerly  endorsed  the  Protestant  religion  following  the  establishment  of  the 
Church  of  England  but  was  a  sickly  child  and  when,  after  many  illnesses  he  died  from 
consumption  in  1553,  the  official  religion  reverted  to  Roman  Catholicism  under  Mary 
Tudor  (Henry  VII Ts  first  daughter).  However  the  occasion  was  hardly  smooth  with 
the  brief  nine  days  of  Lady  Jane  Grey  in  between  and  her  subsequent  execution  along 
with  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  who  supported  her. 

Edward's  coinage  was  a  fairly  significant  period  in  numismatics  with  improvements 
in  the  quality  of  gold  and,  more  especially,  the  introduction  of  fine  silver  coins  from 
the  crown  down  to  threepence.  The  crown  and  halfcrown  were  the  first  to  bear  arabic 
numerals. 


THE  NEW  OAK  TREE  £1 

PETER  CLAYTON 


In  April  the  last  of  the  four  new  designs  for  the  British  £1  coins  will  be  issued  from  the 
Royal  Mint.  The  previous  three  have  all  had  reverses  that  were  symbolic  of  Scotland 
(the  thistle,  issued  1984);  Wales  (the  leek,  1985),  and  Northern  Ireland  (the  flax  plant, 
1986).  The  United  Kingdom  £1  had  appeared  in  1983  featuring  the  Royal  Arms.  The 
new-  piece  has  in  common  with  the  latter  the  edge  inscription  DECUS  ET  TUTA- 
MEN  -  'an  ornament  and  a  safeguard’.  On  the  new  piece  the  reverse  representation 
will  be  a  specifically  English  design,  as  its  predecessors  in  their  turn  were  also 
individually  symbolic.  The  choice  has  fallen  on  the  English  oak  encircled  with  the 
Royal  Diadem. 

The  obverse  features  the  new  portrait  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  by 
Raphael  Maklouf  and  the  reverse  design  is  the  work  of  Leslie  Durbin,  C.B.E., 
M.  V.O.  He  chose  the  oak  as  the  symbol  for  England  because  of  the  role  it  has  played

down  the  centuries  in  England's  history  and  environment:  it  is  a  symbol  ol  solidarity, 
strength  and  durability.  David  Garrick's  lines  in  Heart  of  Oak,  ‘Heart  of  oak  are  our 
ships,  1  leart  of  oak  are  our  men:  We  always  are  ready:  Steady,  boys,  steady'  sums  it  all

Tins  is  the  first  time  that  the  oak  tree  in  its  entirety  has  been  featured  on  the  English 
coinage.  It  has,  of  course,  been  shown  fully  on  some  commemorative  medals  but  only 
on  the  coinage  as  a  wreath  in  the  design  of  the  1X22  Maundy,  where  it  still  continues  to 
be  part  of  the  design.  It  also  occurred  as  part  of  the  wreath  on  shillings  and  sixpences 
and  from  1927  to  1936  sixpences  and  threepences  showed  acorns  sprouting  from 
interlaced  oak  branches,  the  sixpence  had  six  acorns  and  the  threepence,  three. 

Although  the  standard  coin  is  scheduled  for  issue  in  April,  it  will  probably  not  be 
seen  much  in  general  circulation  before  the  end  of  the  year,  around  November, 
depending  upon  demand  for  £1  coins.  The  Royal  Mint  will  be  making  several  versions 
of  the  piece  available.  There  will  be  a  brilliant  uncirculated  coin  in  a  special 
presentation  folder  and  it  will  also  be  included  in  the  1987  brilliant  uncirculated  set. 
The  proof  coin  will  only  be  available  in  the  limited  1987  proof  coin  set.  Extra  special 
issues  will  be  the  sterling  silver  proof  coin  and  also  a  piedfort  (i.e.  double  thickness) 
struck  in  sterling  silver.  The  normal  issue,  including  the  uncirculated  and  proof  coins, 
are  all  of  nickel-brass,  22.5  mm  in  diameter  and  weighing  9.50  gm. 

At  the  official  launch  of  the  £1  coin  on  8  January  Dr.  Jeremy  Gerhard,  Deputy 
Master  and  Comptroller  of  the  Royal  Mint,  spoke  of  the  National  ‘Oak  Competition 
for  schools  and  introduced  John  Craven,  the  well-known  T.V.  personality  who  will  be 
on  the  judging  panel.  The  competition  invites  school  children  to  show  the  importance 
of  the  oak  tree  in  British  history  by  producing  their  own  project  and  design  for  a 
medal.  It  is  open  to  school  children  between  8  and  14  years,  divided  into  two 
categories  of  8-1 1  and  11-14  year  olds.  It  is  the  first  such  competition  organised  by  the 
Royal  Mint  and  will  be  mailed  to  some  32,000  U.K.  schools,  so  the  response  will,  no 
doubt,  be  overwhelming.  Appropriately,  in  the  light  of  the  theme  of  the  competition, 
prizes  will  include  Acorn  computer  vouchers  worth  up  to  £1,000  for  the  winning 
entries,  plus  cash,  and  the  winning  design  will  be  made  up  into  medals  for  the 
individuals  by  the  Royal  Mint. 

THE  COINS  OF  THE  BRITISH  IN  INDIA 

AN  UNRECORDED  QUARTER  RUPEE  EOR  THE 

BOMBAY  PRESIDENCY

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THE  COINS  OF  THE  BRITISH  IN  INDIA 


The  island  of  Bombay  was  given  to  King  Charles  II  on  23  June  1661  as  part  of  the 
dowry  of  his  wife  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  was  transferred  to 
the  East  India  Company  on  27  March  1668.  Discussion  about  the  establishment  of  a 
mint  and  the  issue  of  coins  began  in  the  same  year  and  proposals  were  accepted  by  the 
directors  in  1671.  Coinage  began  in  1672  and  consisted  of  the  silver  Anglina,  the 
copperoon  and  the  tinny  or  buzerook.  The  famous  'Rupee  of  Bombaim'  later  replaced 
the  Anglina,  but  all  of  these  coins  were  essentially  English  in  design  and  did  not 
achieve  widespread  circulation.  An  attempt  was  made  to  issue  a  Moghul-style  rupee  in 
the  name  of  James  II  and  later  William  and  Mary,  but  this  was  quickly  stamped  on  by 
the  Moghul  Emperor  and  the  Company  was  obliged  to  obtain  the  Emperor’s  per¬ 
mission  to  strike  gold  and  silver  coins  in  his  name.  This  they  continued  to  do 
throughout  most  of  the  eighteenth  century,  but  sometime  in  the  last  quarter  of  that 
century  the  mint  was  closed  and  the  issue  ceased. 

Coinage  of  silver  recommenced  at  the  end  of  November  1800  with  rupees  and 
fractions  copied  from  those  issued  by  the  Surat  mint,  which  the  Company  had  acquired 
earlier  in  the  year.  The  only  difference  between  the  coins  of  Surat  and  Bombay  is  the 
presence  of  different  privy  marks  on  the  Bombay  coins.  Major  Pridmofe  considered 
that  these  served  not  only  as  mint  marks,  but  possibly  another  purpose  as  well;  he  has 
listed  them  and  provisionally  attributed  dates  to  them. 

In  1825  discovery  was  made  of  the  fact  that  these  silver  coins  contained  too  much 
silver.  As  a  result  the  mint  contractor  was  sacked,  the  fineness  of  the  coins  was 
corrected  and  the  year,  1825,  was  added  to  the  design.  Major  Pridmore  attributed  a 
new  privy  mark  to  this  event  but  was  only  able  to  trace  the  rupee  and  half  rupee 
denominations  (Pr.  274  and  275)  of  this  issue.  The  quarter  rupee  can  now  be  added  to 
the  list  and  is  described  below.

YORKSHIRE  AS  PAR  I  OF 
MEDIEVAL  BRITTANY? 

RICHARD  PLANT 


Denier  attributed  to  Arthur  II  1305-1312 


It  comes  tis  a  surprise  to  read  COMES  R1CIIEMVD  on  certain  of  the  deniers 
attributed  to  Dukes  of  Brittany  Arthur  II,  1305- 12,  and  John  III.  1312-41 ;  and,  more 
rarely,  (as  COMES  RICUEMOT)  on  a  coin  of  John  IV,  1345-99;  and  then  to  realise 
that  the  RICHEMVD  referred  to  is  Richmond  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire!  It  all 
began  when  two  of  the  sons  of  Eudes,  Count  of  Penthievre,  Alan  the  Red  and  Alan 
the  Black,  joined  the  army  of  William  of  Normandy  for  the  invasion  of  England.  Alan 
the  Red  was  granted  lands  in  various  parts  of  England  for  his  share  in  this  work,  the 
most  important  of  these  being  manors  in  Yorkshire  formerly  held  by  Earl  Edwin, 
whose  chief  town  in  the  area  was  Gilling. 

In  1071  Alan  the  Red  started  to  build  his  castle  at  Richmond  and  Ins  holding  in 
Yorkshire  became  known  as  the  Honour  of  Richmond.  The  first  to  take  the  style 
COMES  or  'Earl'  of  Richmond  was  his  nephew  Alan,  who  held  Richmond  between 
1 137  and  1 146. 

Of  course  very  many  of  William’s  French  supporters  gained  English  titles  as  a  result 
of  the  Conquest;  but  Alan  the  Red’s  is  made  numismatically  much  more  interesting 
through  his  close  relationship  with  the  coin-minting  Dukes  of  Brittany.  Geoffrey  I. 
Duke  of  Brittany  992-1008,  had  two  sons,  Alan  and  Eudes,  who  disputed  the  Duchv 
after  their  father's  death.  Eventually,  in  1034,  Eudes  was  bought  off  with  a  grant  of 
territory,  and  with  the  lesser  title  'Count  of  Brittany’,  though  he  is  known  to  history 
rather  as  'Count  of  Penthievre'  -  he  and  his  successors  minted  coins  at  the  town  of 
Guingamp.  It  was  the  sons  of  this  Eudes  who  followed  William  to  England. 

Alan  III  of  Penthievre,  referred  to  above  as  the  first  to  bear  the  title  Earl  of 
Richmond,  married  Bertha,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Conan  III  Duke  of  Brittany, 
thus  reuniting  the  two  lines.  Their  son,  Conan  IV,  1 156-71  became  Duke  of  Bnttam 
and  Earl  of  Richmond.  Thereafter  the  relationship  between  Duchy  and  Earldom  was 
unstable,  depending  on  the  political  situation  with  regard  to  England  until,  on  the 
death  of  Duke  John  IV  without  a  direct  heir  in  1399,  the  Earldom  was  seized  by  the 
English  crown,  eventually,  in  1452,  to  be  conferred  on  Edmund  Tudor,  father  of  the 
future  King  Henry  VII. 
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MARIA  THERESA  TALERS

The  Maria  Theresa  taler  has  been  called  the  most  beautiful  coin  in  the  world  and  the 
most  popular  coin  in  the  world.  Certainly,  it  is  one  of  the  longest-lived;  in  1 98( )  when 
the  Austrian  mint  issued  a  100-Schilling  coin  commemorating  the  200th  anniversary  of 
the  death  of  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa  they  were  also  marking  the  200th  birthday  of 
the  taler  which  still  bears  her  name  and  which  has  remained  virtually  unchanged 
throughout  that  period. 

The  wife,  mother  and  daughter  of  the  four  Holy  Roman  Emperors,  Maria  Theresa 
Valperga  Amelia  Christina  was  born  in  Vienna  on  13  May  1717.  Her  father  was  the 
Emperor  Charles  VI,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  Joseph  I,  on  the  latter's  death  in 
1711.  Charles  died  29  years  later  and  with  him  ended  the  line  of  direct  male  succession 
in  the  Habsburg  dynasty,  a  house  descended  from  Guntram  The  Rich,  Count  of  Alsace 
and  Breisgau  in  the  mid-tenth  century  (the  family  name  was  derived  from  the  Castle  of 
Habichtsburg,  built  by  Guntram's  son,  Werner,  Bishop  of  Strasbourg,  in  Aargau). 

Charles  had  foreseen  the  possibility  of  his  dying  with  no  male  heir  as  early  as  1713 
and  in  1723  he ‘offered  a  Hungarian  diet  the  document  known  as  The  Pragmatic 
Sanction.  Hereditary  succession  was  already  assured  within  the  Austro-German 
provinces  under  an  earlier  fifteenth-century  document;  the  Hungarian  Estates,  how¬ 
ever,  maintained  their  ancient  right  to  elect  their  own  King — and  that  despite  having 
been  subject  to  first  Turkish,  then  Austrian  rule  for  over  a  century.  Whilst  the  nation 
had  recognised  the  Habsburg  succession  in  the  male  lineage  as  early  as  16cS7  (and  the 
Coronation  of  the  Emperor  Joseph  1),  they  required  certain  constitutional  guarantees 
from  Austria  before  agreeing  to  recognise  the  female  line.  It  was  this  recognition 
which  Charles  VI  sought  and  in  1720  he  made  public  the  terms  of  the  Pragmatic 
Sanction.  It  guaranteed  the  unopposed  succession  of  Charles'  daughter,  in  return  for 
his  promising  that  the  lands  of  the  putative  ruler  of  Austria  would  be  linked  windi visibly 
and  inseperably'  with  those  of  Hungary,  and  that  the  ruler  would  swear  to  guarantee 
the  defence  of  Hungary  with  her  every  resource — a  necessary  precaution,  since  a 
woman  could  not  be  elected  Holy  Roman  Emperor  and  thus  could  not  command  the 
resources  of  the  Empire.  Further  conditions  were  demanded  following  the  publication 
of  the  Pragmatic  Sanction;  these,  however,  were  thrown  out  and,  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  all  but  six  of  the  nineteen  extra-Hungarian  dominions  (Eger,  the  Vorlande, 
Transylvania,  the  Netherlands,  Lombardy  and  Fiume)  had  recognised  the  Pragmatic 
Sanction. 

Charles'  next  step  was  to  persuade  the  other  great  European  powers  -  England, 
Spain  and  France  -  to  guarantee  their  acceptance  of  the  Sanction;  however,  upon  his 
death,  it  became  swiftly  apparent  that  those  guarantees  meant  very  little.  Because 
Charles  had  succeeded  his  brother,  there  were  those  who  felt  that,  now  the  female 
succession  was  guaranteed,  there  were  other  women  whose  claim  to  the  throne  was  far 
stronger  than  that  of  Maria  Theresa  -  namely  Joseph’s  daughters,  Maria  Amelia  and 
Maria  Josepha.  Charles  Albert,  the  Elector  of  Bavaria  and  the  husband  of  the  former, 
was  particularly  vociferous  on  this  point,  to  the  extent  of  allying  himself  with  Frederick 
The  Great,  ruler  of  the  newly  emergent  Prussia,  and  demanding  immediate  action 
against  Maria  Theresa.  Frederick,  however,  was  not  interested  in  getting  involved  in 
what  was  essentially  a  simple  family  squabble  (albeit  one  which  was  played  out  in  the 
parlours  of  the  most  powerful  family  in  Europe),  and  offered  to  abandon  Charles 
Albert  if  only  Austria  would  cede  Silesia  to  Prussia. 

Maria  declined  and  Frederick  -  on  a  pretext  which  he  himself  agreed  was  wholly 
unreasonable  -  promptly  took  Silesia  by  force.  Charles  Albert  immediately  followed 
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suit,  marching  into  Upper  Austria  and  Prague  and  proclaiming  himself  Emperor  in 
both  Upper  Austria  and  Bohemia.  With  an  eye  for  Austria's  Italian  possessions,  Spain 
then  joined  the  fray,  despite  an  already  exhausting  war  with  England.  France  openly 
supplied  Bavaria  with  mercenaries  in  the  hope  of  wresting  away  the  Austrian 
Netherlands  without  the  aggravation  of  openly  declaring  war  on  Austria.  Only 
England  remained  true  to  the  Pragmatic  Sanction,  yet  when  King  George  III 
attempted  to  intercede,  suggesting  Maria  Theresa  concede  Silesia  to  Prussia,  ''lie 
rebuked  him.  One  of  the  terms  of  the  Pragmatic  Sanction  had  demanded  that  the  unity 
between  Austria  and  Hungary  apply  ‘against  foreign  aggression',  a  clause  inserted  by 
the  Hungarians  as  protection  against  another  Turkish  invasion.  Instead,  Hungary  was 
now  pledged  to  support  Maria  Theresa.  On  fleeing  Vienna,  she  appeared  in  front  of  an 
assembly  at  Presburg,  dressed  in  mourning  and  holding  her  six-month-old  son. 
Holding  out  the  child  she  begged,  in  the  Latin  of  the  Hungarian  upper  classes,  I  am 
abandoned  of  my  friends,  I  am  pursued  by  my  enemies,  attacked  by  my  relatives.  I 
have  no  hope  but  in  your  fidelity  and  courage;  we — my  son  and  I  look  to  you  for  our 
safety.'  She  scarcely  had  time  to  finish.  Sabres  were  bared  and  flashing,  and  the  cry 
went  up:  ' Moriamur  pro  rege  nostro  Maria  Theresa!'  Hungary  rose  as  one  to  protect 
their  Queen;  the  same  spirit  spread  throughout  the  Austrian  provinces.  Guerillas 
mercilessly  massacred  French  detachments.  In  January  1742  the  Bavarian  Count 
Segur  was  driven  out  of  Lintz;  on  12  February,  the  day  after  the  Elector  of  Bavaria 
received  the  Imperial  Crown,  the  Austrians  retook  Munich.  In  1743,  when  Bavaria 
offered  to  make  peace,  Austria  haughtily  refused.  In  September  1743,  Maria  Theresa 
formed  the  League  of  Worms,  through  which  to  continue  the  war.  This  was  met,  in 
April  1744,  by  the  Franco-Prussian  League  of  Frankfurt,  yet  this,  coupled  with  the 
French  attempts  to  restore  the  House  of  Stuart  to  the  English  throne,  swiftly  saw  the 
conflict  over  Austria  develop  into  just  another  round  of  the  almost  traditional  warring 
between  England  and  France. 

In  1745  Bavaria  finally  withdrew.  Charles  Albert  was  dead;  his  son  renounced  his 
claim  to  the  Empire.  Four  years  after  being  crowned  King'  of  Hungary  (on  25  June 
1741 )  and  two  years  after  succeeding  to  the  throne  of  Bohemia  ( 12  May  1743),  Maria 
Theresa  finally  acceded  to  the  throne  of  Austria,  via  the  coronation  of  her  husband  of 
nine  years'  standing,  Francis  Stephen,  Duke  of  Forraine,  in  October,  1745. 

Coinage  was  first  issued  in  the  name  of  Maria  Theresa  in  I  lungary  and  the  Duchy  of 
Stvria  in  1740;  in  the  former  land,  a  beautiful  one  krajczar  piece  was  struck  in  billon;  in 
the  latter,  a  silver  half-kreuzer.  The  following  year,  the  first  species-talers  were  struck 
at  Vienna. 

Austrian  coinage  began  in  the  late  eleventh  century  with  a  series  of  uninscribed 
silver  denars,  often  square  with  rounded  corners,  and  with  types  which  included  a  bird, 
a  dog's  head  or  a  cross.  Representations  of  the  Austrian  Dukes,  facing  and  crowned, 
began  appearing  around  the  thirteenth  century;  inscriptions  were  sporadic,  but  are 
invaluable  when  it  comes  to  dating  individual  pieces — the  reverse  types  changed 
ann  ually! 

In  1276  Austria  came  to  the  Habsburgs  and  a  similar  pfennig  coinage  was  main¬ 
tained.  The  first  coins,  of  Rudolph  I  (1273-61).  continued  the  tradition  of  irregular 
inscriptions,  although  towards  the  end  of  his  reign,  the  name  RVDOL  F,  or  at  the  very 
least,  the  initial  R,  was  becoming  more  and  more  into  fashion. 

In  the  late  fourteenth  century,  the  familiar  shield  reverse  was  introduced;  under 
Frederick  III  (1440-93)  the  two-headed  Imperial  eagle  first  appeared  on  the  silver 
groschen  and  half-groschen.  It  was  Frederick,  too,  whose  reign  saw  the  innovation  of 
Arabic  (actually  Hindu)  numerals  applied  to  coinage;  trial  pieces  struck  in  Tyrol  in 
14X4  were  followed  by  a  regular  silver  coinage,  dated  in  this  fashion,  two  vears  later.

Bank-note  artist,  Swiss  allow  replica  money 
Mr  Stephen  Boggs,  the  bank-note  artist  who 
comes  up  against  the  might  of  the  Bank  of 
England  in  a  test  case  in  April,  has  scored  a 
victory  in  Switzerland.  The  national  Swiss 
bank  has  given  permission  for  him  to  print  a 
limited  edition  of  3.000  of  his  drawings  depict¬ 
ing  20-franc  notes,  some  of  them  actual  size. 
Mr  Boggs  is  being  prosecuted  by  the  Bank  of 
England  over  his  drawings  of  English  bank 
notes.  He  faces  an  unlimited  line  if  convicted. 

The  case  is  the  first  to  be  brought  by  the 
Bank  under  the  Forgery  and  Counterfeiting 
Act  1981.  Mr  Boggs  faces  four  charges  under 
the  Act  of  making  notes  without  consent. 
Committal  proceedings  are  set  for  April  8  at 
Horseferry  Road  Court. 

An  American  who  has  lived  in  England  for 
seven  years,  Mr  Boggs  has  established  an 
international  reputation  as  an  artist  who  draws 
banknotes  and  uses  them.  He  has  paid  for 
meals,  clothes,  and  an  airline  ticket  with  draw¬ 
ings  which  depict  a  number  of  different  curren¬ 
cies.  His  notes,  which  range  in  size  from  5ft  by 
3ft  to  actual-size  drawings,  have  been  exhi¬ 
bited  widely  and  have  sold  for  between  £500 
and  £1 ,500. 

There  is  no  attempt  to  deceive,  he  main¬ 
tains.  He  draws  freehand  on  one  side  of  a 
piece  of  paper.  "I  explain  to  people  that  I  have 
done  the  drawing  and  want  to  offer  it  for  the 
goods.  They  are  happy  to  take  it  and  give  me 
change  and  a  receipt. ''  Such  exchanges  have 
included  a  bill  for  the  five-star  Hotel  Uler  in 
Basle  for  310  Swiss  francs  for  which  he  gave  a 
drawing  of  a  500-franc  note.  The  hotel  took 
the  drawing  and  gave  him  change  of  190 
francs.  He  has  also  bought  four  Swiss  shirts 
and  paid  for  a  round-trip  Zurich-London  air¬ 
line  ticket  costing  290  francs  with  a  drawing  of 
a  300-franc  note.  He  got  10  francs  change. 

In  London  his  payments  include  a  £20  taxi 
fare,  a  meal  costing  £19,  paid  for  with  a  draw¬ 
ing  of  a  £20  note  on  the  tablecloth,  and  his 
rent.  “People  are  quite  happy  because  they 
know  that  the  drawings  are  worth  far  more 
than  the  money  depicted  on  them."  he  said. 
One  such  recipient  is  his  landlord,  Mr  Ted 
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Gardiner,  who  has  taken  several  £100  draw¬ 
ings.  "1  feel  it's  an  investment.  The  drawings 
are  worth  far  more  than  their  face  value.  I  was 
in  a  public  house  in  Bristol  when  somebody 
offered  £380  for  a  drawing  of  a  £5  note." 

For  Mr  Boggs  it  is  not  an  attempt  to  ridicule 
the  bank  note  so  much  as  to  state  in  artistic 
terms  its  importance.  “1  am  a  numeric  artist. 
My  work  has  always  been  in  numbers,  from 
playing  cards  to  ear  number  plates.  Numbers 
are  the  universal  language  and  almost  every 
culture  uses  them.  You  don't  need  to  speak  the 
language  if  you  have  the  right  numbers  on  a 
piece  of  paper."  The  change  and  the  receipts 
he  gets  are  an  important  part  of  the  work. 
Both,  plus  the  goods  exchanged  are  framed 
where  possible  to  form  part  of  his  exhibition. 

The  bank  takes  the  prosecution  very  ser¬ 
iously.  It  was  an  exhibition  of  Mr  Boggs's  work 
in  the  Midland  Bank  in  Hampstead  which 
prompted  proceedings.  Since  the  proceedings 
began,  a  number  of  MBs  have  backed  a  call  for 
the  prosecution  to  be  dropped.  The  Times,  2b 
January  1987. 

Claudian  sestertii  countermarked  with  PROB  I 

have  recently  been  working  on  a  paper  dealing 
with  PROB  countermarked  Claudian  coins 
found  in  Britain.  1  have  assembled  data  and 


photographs  ol  those  examples  found  in 
national  and  local  museums,  as  well  as  a  cou¬ 
ple  in  collectors'  hands.  In  addition,  I  have 
collated  details  from  literary  references.  It 
occurred  to  me  that  I  have  been  dealing  with 
the  rather  'dry'  area  of  numismatics,  and  that  I 
was  ignoring  the  more  active  area  of  collect¬ 
ing,  hence  this  letter. 

As  these  coins  are  very  collectable,  it  oc¬ 
curred  to  me  that  a  number  of  collectors  may 
have  examples  and  that  in  some  cases  find-spot 
provenances  may  have  been  noted.  If  this 
information  is  accessible  I  would  appreciate 
any  details  of  type,  etc.,  of  both  provenanced 
AND  unprovenanced  coins.  1  am  attempting 
to  produce  as  broad  a  corpus  of  material  as 
possible,  including  both  provenanced  and 
unprovenanced  coins,  in  support  ol  D.  W. 
MacDowall's  suggestion,  made  over  thirty 
years  ago,  that  the  countermark  PROB  may 
have  been  applied  in  Britain.  It  is  possible  that 
collectors  of  countermarked  coins  might  be 
agreeable  to  supplying  details  of  their  PROB 
coins. 

Thank  you  in  anticipation  of  any  assistance, 
which  I  will  of  course  acknowledge  in  my 
paper.

BOOK  REVIEWS 


Kearon,  Daniel.  Victorian  Souvenir  Medals. 
81,  x  5;  in.,  32  pp.,  162  halftone  ills.,  in  text, 
card  covers.  Shire  Publications,  1986.  Price 
£1.25. 

Daniel  Fearon's  latest  contribution  to  the 
literature  on  the  commemorative  medal  is 
number  182  in  a  series  of  similar  publications 
intended  for  the  novice  seeking  information  on 
a  particular  hobby.  As  such,  it  is  particularly 
welcome,  not  only  for  the  wealth  of  basic 
information  contained  within  its  covers,  but 
also  for  the  fact  that  the  price  of  the  booklet  is 
well  within  the  reach  of  everyone,  and  it  must 
therefore  appeal  to  those  who  are  just  embark¬ 
ing  on  the  fascinating  hobby  of  collecting  Vic¬ 
torian  medals,  in  particular,  the  young  collec¬ 
tor.  who  seems  to  be  virtually  non-existant  in 
the  numismatic  field  at  the  moment. 

In  his  Introduction.  Mr.  Fearon  deals  briefly 
with  the  history  of  medals  in  the  nineteenth 
century  and  makes  the  point  that  although 


white  metal  medals  were  cheap  to  produce  and 
are  still  readily  available,  they  arc  ‘captivating 
pieces  ...  a  few  probably  very  rare,  which  are 
always  enjoyable  and  they  are  eminently  col¬ 
lectable.'  The  author  also  notes  that  they  are 
‘by  their  nature,  self-explanatory  .  .  .  and  that 
the  traditional  Latin  legend  was  replaced  by 
English  words  that  everyone  could  under¬ 
stand.' 

Successive  chapters  deal  with  specific  fields 
of  collecting  such  as  Royalty.  Personalities, 
Events  of  the  Age,  Progress  and  Building  and 
A  Social  Record.  The  book  concludes  with 
Advice  for  Collectors,  Books  for  Further 
Reading  and  a  list  of  museums  in  the  British 
Isles  that  contain  collections  of  Victorian 
medals.  The  text  is  copiously  illustrated  with 
pictures  of  the  pieces  under  review  and  there 
can  surely  be  no  other  publication  which  illus¬ 
trates  so  many  of  these  cheap  vet  fascinating 
objects.

The  subject  is  presented  in  an  interesting 
manner  as  one  would  expect  from  an  author  of 
Mr.  Fearon’s  standing  and  both  he  and  the 
publishers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 


willingness  to  devote  time,  energy  and  money 
to  a  subject  that  has  hitherto  been  neglected 
and  for  making  it  available  at  such  an  amaz- 
ingly  cheap  price  -  it  deserves  to  sell  well.
